In the Amendment filed 10/3 1/2008, Applicant canceled claims 1-6, withdrew claims 7-28 and presented subject matter in new claims 
29-39, limited to a method for preventing, alleviating or treating malnutrition in a vertebrate. In the interest of advancing prosecution, 
the Examiner considered newly added claims 29-39, the only claims presented by Applicant. However, in the Amendment filed 
04/17/2009, claims 29-39 are amended to non-elected subject matter drawn to a method of treatment for improving the absorption of 
amino acids in a vertebrate. Because Applicant amended the instant claims to non-elected subject matter, the instant Amendment is 
non-responsive. (MPEP § 821.03)
